NE of the easiest things in the world, and one of 
() the most dangerous, is to make generalizations con- 
cerning nations. Of the people of Sweden, however, 
one comprehensive observation may safely be made—- 
namely, that whatever they undertake to do they do 
well. This has held true throughout their history. 
There was a time when the Swedes were warlike, and 
they went to it with a will, so that the terror of their 
name was spread throughout all Christendom and beyond. 
Gustavus Adolphus flashed like a meteor across the 
European firmament; victory flew before his banners, 
and when he fell he left behind him a tradition of mili- 
tary glory which is still the inspiration of his country- 
men. Other great leaders followed him, and for a time 
the power of Sweden was unsurpassed on that blood- 
soaked old continent, where power has always been 
sought and fought for so ruthlessly and unremittingly. 
But the Swedes long ago ceased to concentrate their 
energies upon the ways of war. The old glories still live 
in their memories, but nowadays they serve as a stim- 
ulus to construction rather than the tearing down and 
subjugation of alien states. Still hardy and enduring, 
brave and strong, many of them among the finest phys- 
ical specimens to be found in all the world, the sons of 
Sweden in modern times are devoting themselves to their 
share of the useful work of the world. They have re- 
nounced aggression, but they are still quite able to take 
care of themselves; and no people on earth would be 
more dangerous to meddle with. 
No country in Europe is more interesting to visit; 
none is quainter or more individual. And there are well- 


qualified students of sociology who have expressed the 
opinion that in no quarter of the globe is essential civili- 
zation to be found in a more admirable form than in the 
Scandinavian kingdoms, Sweden not least.

They are a simple people, possessed of a splendid 
assortment of qualities, among which, perhaps, reason- 
ableness stands preeminent. Tempers are not lost quickly, 
as a rule, in Sweden; men and women are cool and 
calm and know how to keep their heads. This phase of 
the Swedish character was displayed in a most striking 
way early in the present century when Norway, which 
had been joined with Sweden under a common crown, 
decided to bring the union to an end and set up as an 
independent state. 

There might very well have been a war. One might 
even hazard the speculation that among any other race 
in the world than the Scandinavian there would almost 
certainly have been. But the Swedes kept their heads. 
Presumably they surveyed the whole situation quietly 
and thoroughly, took account of all the factors and 
decided that fighting would be, on the whole, a piece of 
folly. So Norway, the weaker nation, was allowed to 
go her way and the two kingdoms are excellent friends 
and neighbors. 

Americans traveling abroad would do well to visit 
Sweden if possible—particularly if they happen to be 
lovers of Winter sport. The language question will not 
be found a serious difficulty; in all save the most remote 
parts of the land English-speaking people will be found, 
for our tongue is taught in the schools there, and many 
scientific and historical works by Swedish savants have 
been written in English. 

And the Swedish people are worth knowing for their 
own sake. No sturdier, straighter and more able strain 
exists among the races of the world.

O go to sea is all very well; many people wish 
gy various times in their lives that they could

She storms and rages and threatens; then, 
quieting down, she presently hears the baby cry- 
ing. That is the beginning of a great change in 
Sal, and also in Erickson. She takes complete 
charge of the child, and as the ship moves up the 

South American coast toward San Francisco she 
also establishes a certain dominance over her captor, 
who is used to being cock of the walk and bitterly 

resents having to obey her orders. But obey them 
he does. 

There is trouble with the first mate; and Erickson 
deals with him’ so drastically that it has to be entered 
in the log-book that the mate was washed overboard. 
Sal knows better. Now, she tells Erickson, she has him 
where she wants him. She knows what happened te the 
mate, and when the ship reaches Frisco she will take 
the baby and leave the ship, and if Erickson tries to 
interfere with him she will tell what she knows. 

Just how the story ends it would be unfair to tell. 
It is a good story, holding the interest of the spectator 
throughout; and toward the last there is a mighty battle 
between the crews of Captain Erickson and Captain 
Sunday. The former has made the greatest discovery 
of his life and Sal has also learned a number of wonder- 
ful things that would have been quite incredible to her 
at the beginning of the forced voyage.

ZR-3, later christened the Los Angeles, 
across the Atlantic in time that still 
stands as a record, the voyage having 
consumed 80 hours and 17 minutes over 
a distance of 5,080 miles. 

For nearly a quarter of a century Dr. 
Eckener has been connected with the 
great Zeppelin works at Friedrichs- 
hafen, Germany, first as the right-hand 
man of Count Zeppelin and later as 
head of the mammoth corporation. 
Probably no man in the world knows 
as much as he about the construction 
and operation of dirigibles. 

The Graf Zeppelin ended her storm- 
tossed and tortuous voyage and landed 
at Lakehurst, N. J., at 5:38 P. M. Oct. 
15, after having taken 111 hours and 
38 minutes in traveling a distance of 
about 6,000 miles. During the last two 
days of the flight intense anxiety had 
been felt for the safety of the great 
dirigible and her passengers and crew 
because of an accident to the port fin 
that reduced her speed one-half and be- 
cause of the head storms with which 
she had been battling. Radio announce- 
ments were made at short intervals on 
a hook-up of stations all over the coun- 
try reporting the latest news that had 
been received from the wanderer. Im- 
mense relief was felt when the great 
ship reached land, flew over the cities 
of Washington, Philadelphia and New 
York and finally came to a safe an- 
chorage. She was pulled to earth by 
160 sailors who had been detailed for 
that purpose and temporarily moored 
to a mast, as the high wind made it 
dangerous to enter the hangar. Later, 
when the wind abated, she was berthed 
beside the Los Angeles, also the vet- 
eran of a transatlantic trip. Some dis- 
appointment was felt because of the 
time taken in the voyage, for it was 
confidently expected that she would 
make the trip in three days or less and 
thus score a signal victory in the mat- 
ter of speed over ocean liners. 

The great airship is 770 feet long 
and 116 feet high and has a capacity 
of 344,487 cubic feet. She has five en- 
gines, each of 530 horsepower. Stand- 
ing on end she would fall only 22 feet 
short of reaching the top of the Wool- 
worth Building. Her wireless equip- 
ment includes a principal sender of 130 
watts with a 932-mile radius. Three 
receivers have from 150 to 3,000 meter 
wave lengths. There are five cabins 
for the crew aft and the passenger 
quarters are the acme of comfort and 
luxury. The cost of the ship was 
$1,400,000.

English, “Stone Desert,” winner of the 
$30,000 Argentine National Prize. 

The scene of the story is laid in-the 
bleak plateaus of the Andes, where 
the wind howls almost continuously, 
and Nature turns a frowning face on 
the peasants who try to wring a 
meager living from the soil. 

Into the rocky passes of this deso- 
late region came riding one day a man 
whose prison pallor and recent growth 
of beard showed that he had been but 
recently released from prison. Roque 
Carpio, ruthless, brutal, of powerful 
build, had served a twenty-year sen- 
tence for beheading his wife in a fit 
of jealous rage. Now he had come 
back, embittered against society, to his 
native district, where he had formerly 
been a land owner. Pausing at a brook 
to water his horse, he saw the print of 
a.dainty foot in the sand. It fasci- 
nated him and he vowed to himself 
that the owner of that foot should some 
day be his. 

Marcela Ontiveros, whose footprint 
had so stirred Carpio, had come with 
her father and mother from the city 
to dwell on the estate of her grand- 
father, a stockman of considerable pos- 
sessions. Marcela’s mother was spirit- 
less and inane and her father was an 
incompetent who had dissipated what 
little money he had in all sorts of vis- 
ionary schemes. Marcela’s heart sank 
at separation from her city friends and 
her immurement in the broken-down 
manor house, where, through her grand- 
father’s drinking habits and shiftless 
management, everything was going to 
ruin.
